MORRIS SAID THAT taxpayers are warned by the 
Board of Review that this effort may become only a' feeble 
protest on its part unless" the "state legislature takes 
immediate action to reduce , the statutory level of 
assessment and taxing bodies reduce spending. 
• The Department of Local Government Affairs has a 
statutory duty, to equalize the assessment levels between . 
counties agd will apply a facton to bring all Lake County 
assessments (except farmland) to 33 Vj percentjof market 
value unless' the legislature acts. 

THE RAPID INCREASE in refrl e state as sessment 
resulted from the state statute that requires real estate to" 
be assessed at 33 Vi percent of market value. In this period 
of rapidly' escalating market values of real estate, ' Lake 
County has experienced an average of . 15 percent rise 
annually in prices paid for homes. The result is an 
lunj^arranted increase t jn_assessed values on real estate. 

"Some taxing bodies anticipate incTeas"es~in assessed'*' 
values and increase the dollar, amount requested from 
taxes. Those who do so increase the amount of money they 
receive and place an additional burden on the taxpayers,", 
Morris said. —• . 

He added that the Board of Review of Lake County is 
challenging the state of Illinois "to respond to this crisis at 
once. Taxing bodies in Lake County are urged to trim their 
budgets and reduce their levies. Both actions will reduce 
1978 fax bills if taken in time." 

Morris added: "The Board of Review strongly 
recommends that all concerned taxpayers contact their 
state legislators and urge them to immediately lower the 
-1 978-assessment-level-to-25-pe^cen^-of• fair-market -value- 
and to change the state statutes to limit increases in 
spending by local taxing bodies to a reasonable percentage 
of the previous year." •
